Time for the Commission of a Crime 


THEY SHOT TO DEATH 
A RICH OLD UNCLE 


DANNEMORA PRISON, N. Y., Oct. l= 
The three brothers 
electrocuted today for the murder of their 
uncle, Peter A. Hallenbeck. The boys go 
went to their death in the following order: 


First, Willis, the oldest and most im- 
pressionable of the three; second, Freder- 
ick, the youngest, who has Seemed to be 
the. most hardened: third,  Byrton, the see- , 
ond in point of age. 
The men walked from the doors of 
their cells in the care of their priest 
and flanked on either side by prison 
deputies with calm demeanor but ex- 
treme pallor. 
Father Belanger, a picturesque white- 
haired figure, not in the robes of his of- 
fice, but in the everyday black frock 
coat of clerical cut with a little purpbe 
stole about the shoulders. walked along 
with each of the condemned men in 
turn, saying words of consolation. 
During the first execution,’ Father 
Charbonneau remained in the corridor 
between the death cells, reading prayers 
and invocations to the remaining Van 
Wormers. Every precaution had been 
taken to prevent the remaining men 
from hearing more than the departure of 
their brother from the room. ‘The doors 
had been padded and (the interstices 
stuffed with cotton so that the steps 
of those who removed the lifeless body 
from the death chamber to the morgue 
could not be heard. 
Three applications of the current and 
four minutes’ time were required for 
the execution of Willis. but only two 
applications of the full current were 
deemed necessary in the case of Fred- 
erick, and two minutes from the time he 
crossed the threshold of the room the 
doctors pronounced him dead. The bodies 
were carried out into the prison morgue 
and the summons for the last brother 
was taken back by the guards. Father 
Belanger went with them. and when 
Burton Van Wormer was brought into 
the presence of death he was accom- 
panied by two priests, Father Charbon- 
neau having no further need to remain 
in the cell room. 
Either Burton was taller than his 
brothers, or sat up straighter in the 
chair, for the strap which ts intended to 
cover the eyes did not reach high enough 
to blindfold him. As the current was 
switched on he was still looking over the 
upper edge of the strap toward the 
priest. He was killed even more quickly 
than the other two. The current was 
turned on at 11:47:30. Only one appli- 
cation was required, though itt 
tained slightly longer at full pressure 
than in the other cases. Drs. Ransom. 
Spitska and McDonald had carefully ex- 
amined the other two men's bodies. but 
in the case of. Burton, the last. other 
physicians who were present among the 
witnesses were asked to step forward 
and examine the body as it remained in 
the chair, and so the oficial pronounce- 
ment of death was naturally delayed. 
In’ the case of Willis the current 
on the three contacts for 606 seconds: in 
that of Fred, with two contacts. one 
minute and five seconds; in that of Bir.

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UNIONS ULTIMATUM 


Executive Committee of American 
Federation of Labor Issues State- 
ment on Miller Oase. 


COMPROMISE IS “IMPOSSIBLE 


Leaders Say They Are Committed ‘to 
the Principle of Unionism Un- 
der All Conditions. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 1.—The executive 
committee of the American Federation of 
Labor has issued an address in which it 
defends unionism, denounces injunctions 
used to oppress labor and positively de- 
clares that it will never approve of “open 
shops."’ Samuel Gompers and John Mitchel! 
are among the signers. The address says 
in part: 

“In connection with the meeting of the 
executive council and by appointment, a 
conference was held with the President of 
the United States for the purpose of dis- 
cussing important labor legislation. The 
eight~hour bill was considered at length, 
the President stating that his mind had 
not changed on that form of legislation 
since he favored it as governor of New 
York state, and therefore, was favorable 
to the passage of the proposed act. 

“On the anti-injunction bill, in response 
to questions submitted, the President re- 
plied that the subject would have his 
most careful and earnest attention. 
“Other important questions affecting leg- 
islation, as per decialon of last convention, 
were taken up, and on behalf of the In- 


ternational Bookbinders’ Union the Miller 
case was discussed. 


President Personally 
Prefers Union Labor. 


The executive’ council brought to the 
President's attention the manner in which 
his decision had been quoted and in addi- 


tion to the relationship of Mr. Miller to 
the Bookbinders’ Union as brought forth 
in the charges against him, the ‘open shop’ 
idea was carefully considered. Repiyms 
to statements on the subject, President 
Roosevelt set forth that in his decision 
he had a in mind but a strict com- 
rliance with the Federal statutes, includ- 
ing the civil service law, and that he rec- 
ognized a difference between employment 
by the government circumecribed by those 
laws and other forms of employment, and 
that his decision in the Miller oase should 
not be understood to have any other ef- 
fect or influence than that affecting direct 
employment by the government in ac- 
cordance therewith. 

“He furthermore made plain that, In any 
form of employment, excepting that so cir- 
cumscribed, he believed the full employ- 
ment of union men was preferable either to 
non-union or ‘open shops.’ 


No “Open Shops,” 


Committee’s Ultimatum. 

“In view of the publicity given this sub- 
ject, the executive council] of the A. F. of L. 
takes this opportunity to say that the 
trades union movement stands for strictly 
union shops, experience having proved that, 
where the ‘open shop’ system has been 
tried, reduction in wages and profits have 
ensued, with general disaster to the indus- 
try practicing that system. and, therefore, 
declares that the best interests of the labor 
movement calis for the employment of 
union workers and discourages, in every 
way, shape and form, the deteriorating 
effects which follow the recognition of the 
‘open en 

‘The tolling masses, and particularly the 
organized wage earners cannot, must not 
and will not surrender one jot of that 
which they have secured, must organize 
the yet unorganized, unite and federate 
those already organized, to present a solid 
phalanx of the grand army of labor in 
earnest and emphatic protects against ju- 
dicial usurpation or capitalists’ invasion 
of our righte, attempted no matter by 
whof or from whatsoever sourse, 

“The hope for right and justice here- 
after, ag well as the perpetuation of lib- 
erty, and our republican institutions, lies 
in organized labor. Therefore. with the 
consciousness of the justice and soundness 
of our postition, we apeees to the judgment 
of all men, and particularly to the toilers 
of America. that they organize, unite and 
federate without regard to trade, calling, 
nationality, locality, sex, politics, color of 
religion.”’

WASHINGTON, Oct. 1—In reports on 
the production of lead and ginc in the 
United States for the year 1902, which have 
been prepared for the geological survey, 
the total output of lead for the entire coun.

zinc at 156,927 short tons. 

The lead production was about the same 
at in 1901, but there was an increase of 
about 10 per cent in sine production. 

In lead the report notes a falling off in 
the production of the Rocky mountains and 
an inarease in the Mississipp! region. 
Colorado has become an important pro- 
ducer of zince ore, the output for the year 
for that state being placed at 26,2%1 short 
tons, valued at $2,544,907 

The production of zine ore in New Jer- 
sey was 809,356 short tons, aa against 19).- 
2213 short tons in 1901.

Two Men, Whose Fortunes Are Esti- 
mated at $25,000,000,. Embar- 
rassed by Market Crisis. 


TRUST COMPANIES INVOLVED 


One Victim Sells Gilt-Edge Stock at 
Great Sacrifiec and Other Ap- 
' peals to Morgan. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 1.—Persistent reports 
of trouble in high quarters has unsettied 
the newly created confidence in Wall 
street. 

Unlike other rumors that have cropped 
up from time to time, these center about 
two men of vast wealth and two gréat in- 
stitutions, both trust companies. 

The reports are of the most disturbing 
character. The two capitalists said to be 
in trouble have been intimately associated 
in large enterprises for a number of years. 
Both are generally credited with fortunes 
exceeding $25,000,000. 

One of these men, it is said, was com- 

pelled to sell at private sale 10,000 shares of 
Delaware & Hudeon Railway stock at 2 
points below the market. 
The ruling price of this stock on the Ex- 
change yesterday was 161. It is not active- 
ly traded in ordinarily, being a gilt-edge 
investment security that is closely held... 


Were a large block like 10,000 shares sud- 
denly dumped wpon the market the price 
would be broken to unhheard-of figures, 
The buyers of the 10,000 shares were said 
to be Standard Oi) interests. 

‘he same capitalist, it is reported, had 
to part with a considerable block of Stand- 
ard Ol stock, said to be 600 shares, also 
orate sale and to the same buyefs. 

e other capitalist, according to the re- 

ort. made an appeal for assistance to J. 

. Morgan, but without success. 

For several days there have been vague 
hinta concerning these two men and one 
of the trust ee eer with which they are 
closely identified, but, not until yesterday 
did the reports take definite form and be- 
come insistent. 

It was not until yesterday that the sec- 
ond trust company was mentioned. 

That either company is dangerously in- 
volved because of the alleged embarrass- 
ment of the two capitalists is not believed. 
Emphatic statements to that effect are 
made by those in a position to Know. It 
is asgerted that the troubles of the two 
men would be confined to themselves and 
to one of their associates living in other 
cities, and simply dmounted to more ex- 
tensive losses than those suffered recent] 
by all the very rich men who are heavily 
interested in speculative securities. 

In other words, paper losses have been 
converted into actual losses in the case of 
these men. 

The man who is said to have parted with 
hig best investment stocks, is reported to 
be very anery over the hard bargains 
made by the buyers. He has been seeking 
funds for the past four montha. 


Harry Devereux, Executive of Illinois 
Capital, Is Accused of Mal- 


feasance in Office. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill, Oct. 1~Harry H. 
Devereux, mayor of Springfield, was yées- 
terday afternoon indicted by the grandjury 
of Sangamon County on five counts charg- 
ing malfeasance in office in permitting the 
operation of gambling houses, slot machines 
in saloons and other places, and poolrooms. 

The remarkable feature of the indictrnent 
of Mayor Devereux is that when he was 
elected last spring on the Democratic ticket 
by nearly 2000 plurality, it was on a ‘good 
government” platform. Before an audience 
of 19,000. persons he declared he would 
“make the best mayor Springfield ever 
had.’’ Prior to his election he was teller 
for the Ridgely National bank. Never was 
a young man given such a popular demon- 
stration of support at the polls. 

He had not been im office a week, it is 
alleged, before the gambling houses were 
running full blast. A poolroom next 
opened and about that time from 100 to 

shot machines were installed in the 
city. It is reported that one of the most 
remarkable gambling combines in the his- 
tory of the state was formed. and that 
the City Council was manipulated to pre- 
vent interference. 

The sheriff and state's attorney did noth- 
ing with tangible results. The entire po- 
lice force was manipulated, it is alleged.

De Blowtiz’s Memoirs Show He Sac- 
rificed Great Stories to Keep 
Princes’ Faith. 


NEW BISMARCK INTERVIEW 


French Minister Urged*Him to Pub- 
lish Threats Against England, but 
Thanked Him for Not Doing So. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 1.—Some unpublished 
history of value and many interesting side- 
lights upon modern history and historic fig- 
ures appear in the memoirs of M. De Blow- 
itz, journalist and diplomat. 

As correspondent at Paris for the London 
Times, De Blowitz for many years filled a 
position of unique importance. He knew 
thoroughly the statecraft, royalty and no- 
bility of his thme and, for over 40 years, 
followed the rapidly changing center of ac- 
tion and interest in Europe. In his me- 
moirs, which are to be published tomorrow 
by Doubleday, Page & Co., a hitherto un- 
published interview with Bismarck, had in 
1878, is a valuable contribution to the liter- 
ature relating to the Iron Chancellor. Bis- 
marck had just come from the negotiation 
of the treaty of Berlin and had talked with 
surprising frankness of the stupendous 
events of the times and the men who helped 
to shape them. Here {fs a portion of the 
statement of Bismarck: 


“The peace of San Steffan! was one of the 
most thoughtless actions of modern his- 
tory. Ignatieff made a blunder, which no 
true statesman would ever have cammitted.

Declarations Made by the Massachu- 
setts Democracy in State 
Convention. 


OPPOSES POLICY OF CONQUEST 


Demands That the Philippines Be 
Treated Like the Republic 
of Cuba. 


BOSTON, Oct. 1.—In Tremont Temple to- 
day the Democratic state convention to 
nominate a candidate for governor and 
other stute.officers and to. adopt a plat- 
form of principles was called to order by 
Congressman William 8. MeNary,. chair- 
man of the state central committee. 

The platform reaffirms the principles of 
Democracy. It denounces ‘“‘the trusts’”’ as 
‘monopolies made by law entrenched be- 
hind a prohibitive tariff, buttressed by sub- 
eidies ard special rates—plunder of our 
people with the one hand, while.with the 
other. they reach for. conquest, and sell 
their product cheap abroad that they may 
sell it dear at home.’’ 


It continues: ‘‘We despise that hypoc- 
risy which outdoes populism in placing the 
treasury money at the service of favored 
banks and breaks laws to favor Wall sire>t 
speculators. We favor immediate regula- 
tion of trusts under the interstate com- 
merce and taxation powers of Congress, 
and the admission free of duty of articles 
controlled \by the trusts on raw materials 
a manufacture and the necessaries of 

i . 

“3. We condemn the _ policy-of conques! 
and subjugation; we demand. that. Cuba be 
treated as we promised: we demand that 
the Philippines be treated like Cuba. 

“4. We hold that the ‘principle of civil 
hope, of Massachusetts, must soon be 
achieved or abandoned - forever. 

5. We hold that the principles of civil 
sérvice reforn® should not be deserted by 
an official, however high, or for a _ politi- 
cal exigency, however great. United 
States senators shoul® be elected by the 
people and not by legislatures packéd or 
corrupted. 

It further demands state and national leg- 
islafion on bebalf of labor; condemns the 
abuse by some Federal courts of the high 
writ of injunction; favors tribunals for 
voluntary arbitration dn labor ne aa 
with peorwer to enforce their decrees; con- 
demns Ivncehings everywhere, and favors 
an “early declaration of our ‘purpose in 
the Phil'ppines and opposes the repeal of 
the Fourteenth or Fifteenth amend- 
ment.’

Guidi, Apostolic Delegate, Has 
Been Recalled From Manila, and 
the Scheme to Sell the Friar Lands 
Dropped Temporarily. 


UNITED STATES WOULD NOT 
PAY WHAT PRELATE ASKED 


May Be Taken Up Later by Special 
Envoy to World’s Fair, Who Is Ex- 
pected to Acquire Diplomatic 
Standing Through Double Mission.

ROME, Oct. 1—The negotiations: in the 

Philippine Islands between the Vatican 
and the United States government regard- 
ing the sale of the land held by the friars 
and the removal of the native monks from 
the islands have been called off by Pius X. 

Mgr. Guidi, the Roman prelate sent to 
Manila as apostolic delegate to conduct the 
negotiations, has been recalled to Rome. 

The genera] opinion in Rome is that Mar. 
Guidi's mission has failed principally be- 
cause he would not accept the price offered 
for the friars’ lands by the American gov- 
ernment, 

It has been decided at the vatican that 
hereafter Philippine Island questions must 
be dealt with directly by the pontifical sec- 
retary of state and the government at 
Washington, or, what is still better, 
through a special representative of the 
holy see sent to the United States from 
Rome. 

There is a rumor that the vatican wil! 
send a special envoy to represent the Pope 
at the St. Louis Exposition, and it is 
thought that this same prelate will be in- 
trusted with negotiations touching the Phil- 
ippines. 

The only difficulty in the way fy the fear 
that the American government will not rec- 
ognize the papal genvoy as a full-fledged 
diplomat. But it is thought in Rome that 
this difficulty will be easily overcome in 
consideration of the offer from the vatican 
of an important display at the St. Louis 
Exposition.

LITTLE EWART CHECKEFIELD 


Indictment for Murder in First De- 


gree Returned by the Grand- 
jury. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

BUNKER HILL, Ill., Oct. 1—Mrs. Ida 
Guller has been indicted by the Macoupin 
County grandjury for the murder of Ewart 
Checksfield, a 6-year-old son of J. W. 
.Checksfield, on July 27. Mr. Guller had, 
up to several months ago, been in the em- 
ploy of the Union Dairy Co. in this place. 
During July he was notified that his ser- 
vices would become ummecessary to the 
company after Aug. 1, and that Mr. J. 
W. Checksfield would be stationed here in 
his stead. 

Subsequently Mr. Checksfield, with his in- 
valid wife and little son, arrived here. 

The Union Dairy Co. furnished milk to 
the Checksfield family, and it became the 
duty of little Ewart, the only child of the 
Ohecksfields, to get it from the house of 
the company in which the Gullers Worked. 
Mr. and Mrs. Gulier were at the milk depot 
of the Union Dairy Co. when the Checkgs- 
field boy came for his milk each night and 
morning. 

On the night of July 27 he went to the 
dairy company for his milk. He came 
home, entered the house and said that 
Mrs. Guller had given him a piece of 
candy, and that it was very bitter. He 
gaid, please give me a drink of water. 
He was given a part of the milk he had 
just brought home. This did not relieve 
the pain, and his father then took him 
to the well and gave him a drink. As 
soon as he swallowed the water he was 
in convulsions and died in a ghort time. 
A post-mortem examination was held, the 
stomach removed and sent to Dr. W. H. 
Warren in 8t. Louis for analysis. Mrs. 


Guiler was heid by the coroner's jury for 
the death of the child and gave bail.

A. M. Dockery thinks reformation the 
end aimed at in punishing criminals, W¥!- 
iam H. Hedrick is back on his farm at 
work after serving but seven montns of his 
unexpired term in the state penitentiary, 
to which he was returned last February 
after an absence of,J7 years. He pussed 
through here yesterday on his way to 
Monticeliv, Ark., near which place his farm 
is located. He was pardoned by Gov. 
Dockery last Tuesday. He is rejoiced at 
his freedom, which came unexpectedly. 

At the November term of the Butler 
County Circuit Court of 188, Hedrick wa 
arraigned on an indictment, charged with 
burglarizing a saloon at Keener. He 
pleaded guilty and was sentenced to serve 
three years in the Jefferson City peniten- 
tlary. Two weeks later he was taken to 
the penitentiary by Sheriff Henry Turner, 
who was serving his firgt term in that ca- 
pacity. ‘ 

Hedrick was put to work in the kitchen 
‘at the penitentiary, but his eyes being 
| weak he was transferred to the brickyard, 
| where in the following May he and another 


'stealing, ran the guard line and escaped.

HEDRICK AS HE IS. 


Attorney R. A. Buckner Tells of the 
Life of the Man.

DERMOTT, Ark., Oct. 1.—Attorney R. 


A. Buckner, who visited Jefferson City 
Mo., in behalf of William Hedrick. makes 
the ait hE Statement about his client: 

‘“Willlam Hedrick, about 45 years of , 
was raised in the northern part of Butler 
County, Mo., of extremely poor but respect- 
able parentage. About 18% he married one or 
the neighborhood girls in the vicinity of the 
little village of Keener. After a couple of 
years of the ordinary life of laborer and 
tenant-farmer, his wife died, leaving him 
one child—a boy. After the death of his 
hon oat — to the oo # lounging about

During the wimter of 1885-6 he lounged 
about a house reputed to be a “blind 
tiger,”’ run by a man named Carr or Clark. 
Hedrick was supposed to be Carr’s as- 
sistant In the delivery of illicit goods: he 
was looked upon as a good natured, but 
rather reckless man, who had thrown off 
oe eerg ot re of society after the 
death of his wife, to whom he a ar 
be much attached. ete: 
_in the spring of 1886 the “blind tiger” of 
Carr was entered by some one in the night 
time and it was claimed by Carr to have 
been robbed of whisky and other goods. 
At,the May term, 1886, of the Butler County 
Circuit Court, adrick was indicted and 
put wpon his tal for burglary and larceny, 
entering a pies of not lity. He prac- 
tically admitted the entrance through a 
broken window in the night time, but 
claimed that he had entered through a 
tack window, which was al y broken, 
and that from his relation to the business 
he had a right so to enter; that the pro- 
prietor had unintentionally excluded him 
on this particular night. 

Upon trial, notwithstanding his explana- 
tion and harmless reputation, he was con- 
victed and sentenc to ten years in the 
penitentiary. 

A few months after hig incarceration hig 
conduct was such as to gain the confidence 
of his guards and he wa -liowed oonsider- 
able latitude. Feeling in his heart that he 
had committed no intentional crime, he qui- 
etly sipped away and was not again heard 
of by the prison officials, nor his acquaint 
ances ‘about Butler County, Missouri, fo 
17 yeas. ra

DOUGLAS ISLAND, Alaska, Sept. 20., via 
Portland, Ore., Oct. 1—The largest bold 
mine in the world is one of the things which 
has made the fame of Alaska. For many 
years the great Treadwell has paid fit¢ 
owners a profit of nearly $6000 a day, and 
there is enough ore left to keep their mon- 
ster plant working day and night for proDd- 
ably 20 years to come. The man who dis- 
covered this extraordinary mineral deposit 
did not realize its value and gold it for 
$435. Almost every schoolboy has heard 
about the ‘glory hole’ of the Treadwell, 
but few o fthem know how it came to have 
that name. 

Frerth Pete was the discoverer of the 
mine which already has produced enough 
bullion to make 17,000,000 gold dollars. He 
was @ gmail merchant in Juneau and had 
a hard time to make both ends meet. In 
the fall of 1881 he received a shipment of 
goods to replenish his stock for the winter. 
The freight charges amounted to $435, Pete 
didn’t have the money. A prospector by 
the name of Treadwell was panning along 
the beach, and Pete offered him the claim 
on ‘Douglas Island !f he would redeem ‘he 
goods. Treadwell paid the freight, and the 
mine has been called by his name ever 
since. 

The property which changed hands ty 
this deal contained the largest body of 
gold-bearing rock in the world—at least 
the largest than anyone knows anything 
about.

LONDON, Oct. 1—The British cabinet 

crisis has been a most mysterious affair. 
Never before has it taken so long to 
three places in any cabinet. The delay 
accounted solely for by King Bdaward re- 
fusing to acept off-hand and as a matter 
of course Prime Minister Balfour's re- 
construction scheme, which was prear 
ranged with Mr. Chamberiain. oa 

The war commission report made a pro- 
found tmpression on the King, who shares 
the public distrust of the present ministry, 
and he insisted on an attempt to introduce 
new blood instead of mere dummy place- 
men Mr. Balfour proposed. If there were 
strong united Liberal oposition and an un- 
disputed leader, the King would have gone 
to the extreme length of reviving the long 
disused constitutional prerogative of dis- 
missing the ministry altogether. But, there 
being no alternative, he is trying to make 
the best of a bad business. 

The irony of the situation is that when 
Lord Salisbury resigned as a protest 
against the. King’s interference in minis- 
terial affairs, Mr. Balfour refused to sup- 
port his uncle. 

The King’s principa] adviser is Lord Esh- 
er, formerly Baliol Brett, M. P.,, the son 
of the late master of the rolls, and at one 
time private secretary to the Duke of 
Devonshire. He has attained within the 
las few years éxtraordinary influence over 
the King, chiefly by reason, it ie said, of 
his taste for court ceremonial and pagean- 
try and stage management of the corona- 
tion. But he is also a man of talent. 


Esher Suggested 


the Reorganization. ‘| 


Unable to repay him adequately for his 
services, the King got Sir Ernest Cassel 
to take him into his financial firm. In- 
spired largely by Cassel, Esher drew up & 
memorandum in his capacity of a mem- 
ber of the war commiasion, suggesting 4. 
reorganization of the war office on a busi, 
ness basis. 

This attracted considerable attention as 
the practical] outcome of that inquiry, and, 
when Mr. Balfour proposed that «4 
mediocre party hack, Arnold Forster, the 
present financial secretary to the admiral- 
ty, be promoted to be war secretary, the 
King suggested Esher as an alternative. 

Mr. Balfour kicked against this proe- 
posal all this week, while Esher himself 
did not feet inclined to give up his lucra- 
tive job in Cassel's firm to join a moribund 
administration and face the all but impos- 
sible task of reforming the war office. 
The King sent for Cassel to go to Balmoral 
and got him to promise that Eshers posi- 
tion should be kept open. Esher then 
hesitated to face the ordeal! of being forced. 
on the cabinet. 

The King also insisted that Mr. Balfour 
should press Lord Milner to accept the 
colonia] secretaryship instead of the dead- 
head, Lord GSelborne, who never would? 
have been trusted with any post but for. 
being Lord Salisbury’s son-in-law. 

Lord Milner declined positively on the 
ground that he desired to return to Bouth 
Africa to finish his work there.

MANY COME FROM A DISTANCE

Some of These Camp Out Near the 
Town in Tents and Covered 
Wagons.

LEXINGTON, 8. C., Oct. 2.—Mrs. James 
H. Tillman and Mrs. George Tillman, wife 
and mother of the man on trial for the 
assassination of Editor Gonzales, are con- 
stant attendants in the courtroom. 

A number of persons have’ come from 
distant parts of the state to witness the 
unusual sight of a lieutenant-governor on 
trial for murder. 

Some of these parties are camped out on 
picturesque places about the town, and 
live in tents and under the capacious cov- 
ers of their wagons. ° 
Unusual strength was developed by the 
prosecution. The three principal conten- 
tions of the prosecution on points vitiiily 
affecting its case have been sustained by 
Judge Gary, despite the protests of the de- 
fense. The state’s case surprised many 
persons in the courtroom. What the de- 
fense will show is as yet unknown. 


When Ju Gary admitted as evidence 
the words, ‘I am killed,”’ whispered to Dr. 
Pope by Mr. Gonzales after he had been 
shot, the prosecution paved the way for 
the admission of Gonzales’ dying state- 
ment. In it he made this declaration, which 
was taken ae a stenographe?: 
i Co, help me God, I never sent any mes- 
Mr. Gonzales’ dying declaration is be- 
lieved to be one of the strongest points for 
the prosecution. When the time for its 
introduction comes there will undoubtedly 
a. ome of the bitterest arguments of the 
The prosecution was permitted by the 
court to produce testimony to show that 
Tillman was armed the day previous to the 
shooting, and that the bullet which it is 
claimed inflicted the fatal wound was fired 
frem the Luger magazine pistol owned by 
Tillman.

Cc. J. Terrell, editor of a newspaper in 
Florence County, was asked by Solicitor 
Thurmond if he ever heard Tillman mak- 
ing any threats. He replied that he was 
walking along the streets of Edgefield 
with Col. Tillman in the early summer of 
1902. he thought it was, and he (Tillman) 
said “he was going to run for governor 
and if Gonzales attacked him he was go- 
ing down then and kill him, and I think 
he said like a dog.” 

On cross-examination the witness was 
asked if it was a fact that he had not 
made the statement he made today when 
application was made for bail by the de- 
fendant tre said he had not. The witness 
was questioned by counsel for the defense 
as to his personal feelings against the 
defendant and as to an_ editorial he had 
written concerning the shooting. He said 
he had mever written a line in his nasser 
denouncing the defendant as an individual.

The doors to the craps room are kept 
locked, and are opened only at the voice 
of a habitue or to admit the bartender 
with a round of drinks. 

No concern is felt by the players about 
possible discovery, as tips have never 
fatied to warn them of raids intended by 
the gambling squad. 

if at any timie the patrelman on the 
beat—providing he is protecting the 
game—notices the approach of a superior 
officer who is unfriendly, he signals at 
ence with his night stick on the sidewalk 
im a prearranged way, and at once the 
lights xe out in the small room, the 
green table in deserted and the gamblers 
allemtly disperse, only to reconvene when 
a later signal tells them danger is past. 

It is only the chance stranger, who 
might wander in and afterwards be in- 
discreet enough to talk about seeing the 
policemen in uniform playihg, whom the 
craps shooters wish to avoid. 

The policemen usually enter the craps 
room by a rear door opening on an alley, 
through which they slip from Jefferson 
avenue. 

But often they walk in at the front door, 
exchange a word or two with the bar- 
tender and pass through the poolroom to 
the room containing the table with the 
green cloth. 

The play is heaviest on the first night 
of the month, just after the policemen have 
drawn their salaries. They 
ficulty in getting as heavy bets as 
wish. 

There is no limit to the craps game 
at Hogan’s, and often $50 and occasional- 
ly $100 is won and lost upon a single roll 
ef tha dice.

In fact most of the playing is done with 
paper money, although there are a good 
many dollar bets and a few for quarters 
and halves. But the small bets are dis- 
couraged by the gang and it is only when 
the policeman or outsider is down with 
his last money that the small wagers are 
made. 

Mike’ Hogan, proprietor of the 
is another player who is not afraid to risk 
a fistful of bills on the turn of the cubes.

That little point is carefully taken care 
of by the house ‘‘boosters,”” who system- 


,atically cover the money of outsiders and

The ‘‘fading’’ system does away with un- 
necessary noise. Standing tn the adjoin- 
ing poolroom not a sound can be heard 
that would indicate the close proximity of 
& craps game. There is no ‘‘cutting’’ at 
Mike Hogan's game. There are no “*fa- 
vorites,’’ ‘‘fleld” or ‘come bets.’ You 
shoot your money in any amount you 
ghoose, and if you don’t win too often it 
is quickly and quietly covered. 

The dice are transparent and red in 
color. A heavy table cover that may at one 
time have served as a carriage robe, ef- 
fectually deadened the noise of the dice. 
The same pair is used during an entire 
night’s play. 

Sometimes at Hogan's, when the small 
craps room becomes almost stifling with 
cigar and cigarette smoke, a transom on 
the alley side is thrown open and the smoke 
drifts out into the night, while the ex- 
clamations may be heard: Z 

“Eight’s my point;. come eight; eighty 

times; there it is; see eight, or ten to 
make; ten to make; stay away seven; 
take the dice; never can make ten.” 
These and like words are uttered by the 
shooters as they toss the hectagons for 
money. 
Besides Patrolmen William Timpke, 
John Glynn and Charles F. Campbell, 
there are a number of ‘others who fre- 
quent the craps room, and they were 
frequently named by those who com- 
mented on their absence Thursday night. 
One is a police sergeant. 


Gang “Skins” 
Club-Swingers. 


As a rule the policemen do not play the 
game so well as members of the gang, who 
do little else, and so the most “‘coppers” 
are regarded with ill-concealed contempt 
by the gang which fattens on their los- 
ings. 


A policeman’s uniform has no terrors 
for Hogan’s crowd. Sarcasm greets the 
“coppers’” efforts to explain a poor play 
or a bit of awkwardness with the dice. 

Usually nine or ten men sit or stand 
around a red table, gut the number varies 
a little every night. Sometimes, toward 
the’ end of the month, there ts no game. 
The policemen have lost their salaries and 
borrowed all they can from accommodating 
Saloon Keepers and grocers. 

Hogan's is not the onlv place where the 
game is carried on, though it seems to be 
the most popular.
